Juvenile delinquency, as the ‘tabulated list 
Will illustrate, shows an alarming increase, 
the police having arrested no less than 191 
children under ‘the ‘age of 15 years for all 
character of crime, from malicious mischief ‘to 
grand larceny. Many philanthropic efforts are 
being made ‘to check this depravity among the 
young by siocielties organized for that object, 
and it is a lamentable fact that the siutation 
does not amend. 

Gambling of every description has received 
the careful consideration of the police, par- 
ticularly policy, and tthe long and reientless 
warfare insititultted againsit the lasit named in- 
famy has been productive of the very best 
results, and 'the game has abandoned the city, 
I can assure you, not to return. 

Another evil which has given us continual 


‘trouble, the barmaid indusittry, has been priac- 


tically eradicaitted. Frequent raids, in conjunc- 
tion with the heavy fines subsequently imposed 
by ‘the Recorder, have had a salutary effect, 
and compelled the ‘proprietors of these nefari- 
ous resorts to retire from business, or keep 
within ‘the scope of tthe law. The morai tone 
of ‘the city has improved, and by the constant 
surveillanice which we shall continue 'to main- 
tain “over all resorts of questionable repute, 
the stigmia under which tthe city has long 
rested will eventually ‘be removed. 


Permit me, gentlemen, to call your atten- 
tion to a subject which, in my judgment, re- 
quires your immediate action. It is the de- 
plorable condition of the cells at Police Head- 
quarters. There is-no language strong enough 
to fittingly express the. situaltion. Foul and 
noxious odors pervade tthe atmosphere at all 
times, and on oceasions- when ‘the cells are 
full, the air is execraible. We are often com- 
pelled to send for medical assistance to aid 
unfortunates who have succumbed to their 
loathsome surroundings. The Board of Health 
at a recent meeting, iin forcible phraseology, 
expressed their sentiments regarding our lock- 
up, and even intimated future drastic proceed- 
ings. No fault oan be placed to the City 
Prison Keeper, who -is ‘assiduous and inde- 
fatigable in his endeavors ‘to relieve the situa- 
tion. It is simply the natural result of an 
unsanitary si'te. 

The discipline and deportment of the mem- 
bers of ‘the Deparitment are exceptionally good. 
The officers and men -have zealously executed 
the many innovations which I insitituted at the 
beginning of my administration, and altogether 
are displaying greater. efficiency and atten- 
tion to duty ‘than heretofore. There is, how- 
ever, room for still further improvement. 

Numerically,. the police force is in poor con- 
dition. We are sadly in ned of more patrol- 
men, in consequence of ‘the rapid growth of 
‘the city. 

In conclusion, I offer you thanks for the aid 
and encouragement you have extended to me 
in my efforits for ‘the betterment of the De- 
partment, and also to Recorder Stanton for 
ithe assistance and suppor't given to me in the 
enforcement ‘of 'the criminal laws.
